ACTION, A GENERAL PROGRAM SERVICES PROVIDER 

This is to inform you that on November I, 2013, Soledad Enrichment Action (SEA) provided the Department 
of Public Health's Substance Abuse Prevention and Control (SAPC) with a 30-day notice to terminate its 
General Program Services contract. The agency is located at 222 North Virgil A venue, Los Angeles, 
California 90004 in the Second Supervisorial District, and was contracted to provide general substance abuse 
treatment program services. 

SEA previously subcontracted with Atlantic Recovery Services to provide substance abuse treatment services 
funded through SAPC. In October 2012, after Atlantic Recovery Services' permanent closure, SEA 
commenced providing services in-house through a contract with SAPC. SEA informed SAPC that it is unable 
to provide services with this funding at this time. 

SAPC has notified SEA that its contract will be terminated, at the agency's request, effective December I, 
2013. Attached is SAPC's letter to the agency.
